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Section 1. Section 23-186, Revised Statutes Supplement,1

2009, is amended to read:2

23-186 (1) Until the implementation date designated by3

the Director of Motor Vehicles under subsection (2) of this4

section, a county board may consolidate, under the office of5

a designated county official, the services provided to the6

public by the county assessor, the county clerk, and the county7

treasurer relating to the issuance of certificates of title,8

registration certificates, certificates of number, license plates,9

and renewal decals, the notation and cancellation of liens, and10

the collection of taxes and fees for motor vehicles, all-terrain11

vehicles, utility-type vehicles, minibikes, snowmobiles, trailers,12

and motorboats as provided in the Motor Vehicle Certificate of13

Title Act, the Motor Vehicle Registration Act, the State Boat Act,14

and sections 18-1738, 18-1738.01, and 60-1803. In a county in which15

a city of the metropolitan class is located, the county board may16

designate the county treasurer to provide the services. In any17

other county, the county board may designate the county assessor,18

the county clerk, or the county treasurer to provide the services.19

(2) Beginning on an implementation date designated by the20

Director of Motor Vehicles, but no later than January 1, 2011,21

the county treasurer of each county shall be the county official22

who provides services to the public relating to the issuance23

of certificates of title, registration certificates, certificates24

of number, license plates, and renewal decals, the notation and25
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cancellation of liens, and the collection of taxes and fees1

for motor vehicles, all-terrain vehicles, utility-type vehicles,2

minibikes, snowmobiles, trailers, and motorboats as provided in3

the Motor Vehicle Certificate of Title Act, the Motor Vehicle4

Registration Act, the State Boat Act, and sections 18-1738,5

18-1738.01, and 60-1803.6

Sec. 2. Section 30-24,125, Revised Statutes Supplement,7

2009, is amended to read:8

30-24,125 (a) Thirty days after the death of a decedent,9

any person indebted to the decedent or having possession of10

tangible personal property or an instrument evidencing a debt,11

obligation, stock, or chose in action belonging to the decedent12

shall make payment of the indebtedness or deliver the tangible13

personal property or an instrument evidencing a debt, obligation,14

stock, or chose in action to a person claiming to be the successor15

of the decedent upon being presented an affidavit made by or on16

behalf of the successor stating:17

(1) the value of all of the personal property in the18

decedent’s estate, wherever located, less liens and encumbrances,19

does not exceed fifty thousand dollars;20

(2) thirty days have elapsed since the death of the21

decedent as shown in a certified or authenticated copy of the22

(3) the claiming successor’s relationship to the decedent24

jurisdiction; and9

(6) the claiming successor is entitled to payment or10

delivery of the property.11

(b) A transfer agent of any security shall change the12

registered ownership on the books of a corporation from the13

decedent to the successor or successors upon the presentation of an14

affidavit as provided in subsection (a).15

(c) In addition to compliance with the requirements of16

subsection (a), a person seeking a transfer of a certificate17

of title to a motor vehicle, motorboat, all-terrain vehicle,18

utility-type vehicle, or minibike shall be required to furnish to19

the Department of Motor Vehicles an affidavit showing applicability20

of this section and compliance with the requirements of this21

section to authorize the department to issue a new certificate of22

title.23

Minitruck means a foreign-manufactured import10

vehicle or domestic-manufactured vehicle which (1) is powered by11

an internal combustion engine with a piston or rotor displacement12

of one thousand cubic centimeters or less, (2) is sixty-seven13

inches or less in width, (3) has a dry weight of four thousand14

two hundred pounds or less, (4) travels on four or more tires,15

(5) has a top speed of approximately fifty-five miles per hour,16

(6) is equipped with a bed or compartment for hauling, (7)17

has an enclosed passenger cab, (8) is equipped with headlights,18

taillights, turnsignals, windshield wipers, a rearview mirror,19

and an occupant protection system, and (9) has a four-speed,20

five-speed, or automatic transmission.21

60-123 Motor vehicle means any vehicle propelled by any24

power other than muscular power. Motor vehicle does not include25
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except (1) mopeds, (2) farm tractors, (3) self-propelled equipment1

designed and used exclusively to carry and apply fertilizer,2

chemicals, or related products to agricultural soil and crops,3

agricultural floater-spreader implements, and other implements of4

husbandry designed for and used primarily for tilling the soil5

and harvesting crops or feeding livestock, (4) power unit hay6

grinders or a combination which includes a power unit and a hay7

grinder when operated without cargo, (5) vehicles which run only8

on rails or tracks, (6) off-road designed vehicles, including, but9

not limited to, golf carts, go-carts, riding lawnmowers, garden10

tractors, all-terrain vehicles, utility-type vehicles, snowmobiles11

registered or exempt from registration under sections 60-3,207 to12

60-3,219, and minibikes, (7) road and general-purpose construction13

and maintenance machinery not designed or used primarily for the14

transportation of persons or property, including, but not limited15

to, ditchdigging apparatus, asphalt spreaders, bucket loaders,16

leveling graders, earthmoving carryalls, power shovels, earthmoving17

equipment, and crawler tractors, (8) self-propelled chairs used by18

persons who are disabled, (9) electric personal assistive mobility19

devices, and (10) low-speed vehicles.20

Sec. 7. (1) Utility-type vehicle means any motorized21

off-highway device which (a) is not less than forty-eight inches22

nor more than seventy-four inches in width, (b) is not more23

than one hundred thirty-five inches, including the bumper, in24

length, (c) has a dry weight of not less than nine hundred pounds25
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nor more than two thousand pounds, (d) travels on four or more1

low-pressure tires, and (e) is equipped with a steering wheel and2

bench or bucket-type seating designed for at least two people to3

sit side-by-side.4

(2) Utility-type vehicle does not include golf carts or5

low-speed vehicles.6

(b) If a manufactured home or mobile home has been10

affixed to real estate and a certificate of title was not issued11

before it was so affixed, the owner of such manufactured home or12

mobile home shall apply for and be issued a certificate of title13

at any time for surrender and cancellation as provided in section14

60-169.15

(5) All new utility-type vehicles sold on or after16

January 1, 2011, shall be required to have a certificate of title.17

An owner of a utility-type vehicle sold prior to such date may18

apply for a certificate of title for such utility-type vehicle as19

provided in rules and regulations of the department.20

Sec. 10. If a minitruck does not have a manufacturer’s21

vehicle identification number, the owner of the minitruck may apply22

for a certificate of title by presenting (1)(a) a manufacturer’s23

statement of origin for the minitruck or (b)(i) a bill of sale24

(3)(a) Except as otherwise provided in subdivision (b) of13

this subsection, if a vehicle, other than an all-terrain vehicle,14

a utility-type vehicle, or a minibike, has situs in Nebraska, the15

application shall be filed with the county clerk or designated16

county official of the county in which the vehicle has situs.17

(b) If a motor vehicle dealer licensed under Chapter 60,18

article 14, applies for a certificate of title for a vehicle, the19

application may be filed with the county clerk or designated county20

official of any county.21

(4) If the owner of a vehicle is a nonresident, the22

application shall be filed in the county in which the transaction23

is consummated.24

(5) The application shall be filed within thirty days25
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after the delivery of the vehicle.1

(6) All applicants registering a vehicle pursuant to2

section 60-3,198 shall file the application for a certificate3

of title with the Division of Motor Carrier Services of the4

department. The division shall deliver the certificate to the5

applicant if there are no liens on the vehicle. If there are6

any liens on the vehicle, the division shall deliver or mail the7

certificate of title to the holder of the first lien on the day of8

issuance. All certificates of title issued by the division shall be9

issued in the manner prescribed for the county clerk or designated10

60-148 (1) Whenever a person applies for a certificate of14

title for a vehicle, the department shall assign a distinguishing15

identification number to the vehicle if the vehicle identification16

number is destroyed, obliterated, or missing. The owner of such a17

vehicle to which such number is assigned shall have such number18

affixed to such vehicle as provided in subsection (2) of this19

section and sign an affidavit on a form prepared by the department20

that such number has been attached. Before the certificate of21

title for an assigned number is released to the applicant by the22

county clerk or designated county official, the applicant shall23

also provide a statement that an inspection has been conducted.24

(2) The department shall develop a metallic assigned25
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vehicle identification number plate which can be permanently1

secured to a vehicle by rivets or a permanent sticker or2

other form of marking or identifying the vehicle with the3

distinguishing identification number as determined by the director.4

The department shall, upon application by11

an owner, provide the owner with a number plate or a permanent12

sticker or other form of marking or identification displaying a13

distinguishing identification number or the manufacturer’s number.14

(3) Any vehicle to which a distinguishing identification15

number is assigned shall be titled under such distinguishing16

identification number when titling of the vehicle is required under17

the Motor Vehicle Certificate of Title Act.18

60-149 (1)(a) If a certificate of title has previously21

been issued for a vehicle in this state, the application for a22

new certificate of title shall be accompanied by the certificate23

of title duly assigned except as otherwise provided in the Motor24

Vehicle Certificate of Title Act.25
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(b) If a certificate of title has not previously been1

issued for the vehicle in this state or if a certificate of title2

is unavailable pursuant to subsection (4) of section 52-1801, the3

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ownership, then the application may be accepted by this state.1

(d) If a certificate of title has not previously been2

issued for the vehicle in this state and the applicant is unable3

to provide such documentation, the applicant may apply for a bonded4

certificate of title as prescribed in section 60-167.5

(2) For purposes of this section, certificate of title6

includes a salvage certificate, a salvage branded certificate of7

title, or any other document of ownership issued by another state8

or jurisdiction for a salvage vehicle. Only a salvage branded9

certificate of title shall be issued to any vehicle conveyed upon a10

salvage certificate, a salvage branded certificate of title, or any11

other document of ownership issued by another state or jurisdiction12

for a salvage vehicle.13

(3) The county clerk or designated county official shall14

retain the evidence of title presented by the applicant and on15

which the certificate of title is issued.16

The certificate of title, manufacturer’s statement of origin,21

and assignment of manufacturer’s certificate shall be upon forms22

prescribed by the department and may include, but shall not be23

limited to, county of issuance, date of issuance, certificate24

of title number, previous certificate of title number, vehicle25
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identification number, year, make, model, and body type of the1

address of the assignee, the name and address of the lienholder16

or secured party, if any, and the signature of the owner or the17

owner’s parent, legal guardian, foster parent, or agent in the case18

of an owner who is a handicapped or disabled person as defined in19

section 18-1738.20

(3) A reassignment by a dealer shall appear on each21

certificate of title and shall include, but not be limited to,22

a statement that the dealer assigns all his or her right,23

title, and interest in the vehicle, the name and address of24

the assignee, the name and address of the lienholder or secured25
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party, if any, and the signature of the dealer or designated1

representative. Reassignments shall be printed on the reverse side2

of each certificate of title as many times as convenient.3

(4) The department may prescribe a secure4

power-of-attorney form and may contract with one or more persons5

to develop, provide, sell, and distribute secure power-of-attorney6

forms in the manner authorized or required by the federal Truth in7

Mileage Act of 1986 and any other federal law or regulation. Any8

secure power-of-attorney form authorized pursuant to a contract9

shall conform to the terms of the contract and be in strict10

compliance with the requirements of the department.11

Treasurer for credit to the Department of Motor Vehicles Cash Fund.18

Two dollars shall be remitted to the State Treasurer for credit to19

the General Fund. Seventy-five cents shall be remitted to the State20

Treasurer for credit as follows: Twenty cents to the Motor Vehicle21

Fund; and fifty-five cents to the Nebraska State Patrol Cash Fund.9

(2) For each original certificate of title issued by the10

department for a vehicle except as provided in section 60-159.01,11

the fee shall be ten dollars, which shall be remitted to the State12

Treasurer for credit to the Motor Carrier Division Cash Fund.13

Sec. 16. Section 60-154.01, Revised Statutes Cumulative14

Supplement, 2008, is amended to read:15

60-154.01 The Motor Vehicle Fraud Cash Fund is created.16

The fund shall be maintained by the Department of Justice and17

administered by the Attorney General. The fund shall consist of18

revenue credited pursuant to section 60-154. The fund shall only19

be used by the Department of Justice for expenses incurred and20

related to (1) the investigation and prosecution of odometer and21

motor vehicle fraud and motor vehicle licensing violations which22

may be referred by the Nebraska Motor Vehicle Industry Licensing23

Board and (2) the investigation and prosecution of fraud relating24

to and theft of all-terrain vehicles, utility-type vehicles, and25

60-164 (1) The department shall implement an electronic8

title and lien system for vehicles no later than January 1, 2011.9

The director shall designate the date for the implementation of10

the system. Beginning on the implementation date, the holder of11

a security interest, trust receipt, conditional sales contract,12

or similar instrument regarding a vehicle may file a lien13

electronically as prescribed by the department. Beginning on14

the implementation date, upon receipt of an application for a15

certificate of title for a vehicle, any lien filed electronically16

shall become part of the electronic certificate of title record17

created by the county clerk, designated county official, or18

department maintained on the electronic title and lien system.19

Beginning on the implementation date, if an application for20

a certificate of title indicates that there is a lien or21

encumbrance on a vehicle or if a lien or notice of lien has been22

filed electronically, the department shall retain an electronic23

certificate of title record and shall note and cancel such liens24

electronically on the system. The department shall provide access25
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to the electronic certificate of title records for motor vehicle1

dealers and lienholders who participate in the system by a method2

determined by the director.3

(2) Except as provided in section 60-165, the provisions4

of article 9, Uniform Commercial Code, shall never be construed5

to apply to or to permit or require the deposit, filing,6

or other record whatsoever of a security agreement, conveyance7

intended to operate as a mortgage, trust receipt, conditional sales8

contract, or similar instrument or any copy of the same covering a9

vehicle. Any mortgage, conveyance intended to operate as a security10

agreement as provided by article 9, Uniform Commercial Code, trust11

receipt, conditional sales contract, or other similar instrument12

covering a vehicle, if such instrument is accompanied by delivery13

of such manufacturer’s or importer’s certificate and followed by14

actual and continued possession of the same by the holder of15

such instrument or, in the case of a certificate of title, if a16

notation of the same has been made electronically as prescribed in17

subsection (1) of this section or by the county clerk, designated18

county official, or department on the face of the certificate of19

title or on the electronic certificate of title record, shall be20

valid as against the creditors of the debtor, whether armed with21

process or not, and subsequent purchasers, secured parties, and22

other lienholders or claimants but otherwise shall not be valid23

against them, except that during any period in which a vehicle24

is inventory, as defined in section 9-102, Uniform Commercial25
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Code, held for sale by a person or corporation that is required1

to be licensed as provided in Chapter 60, article 14, and is2

in the business of selling such vehicles, the filing provisions3

of article 9, Uniform Commercial Code, as applied to inventory,4

shall apply to a security interest in such vehicle created by5

such person or corporation as debtor without the notation of lien6

on the certificate of title. A buyer of a vehicle at retail7

from a dealer required to be licensed as provided in Chapter 60,8

article 14, shall take such vehicle free of any security interest.9

A purchase-money security interest, as defined in section 9-103,10

Uniform Commercial Code, in a vehicle is perfected against the11

rights of judicial lien creditors and execution creditors on and12

after the date the purchase-money security interest attaches.13

(3) Subject to subsections (1) and (2) of this section,14

all liens, security agreements, and encumbrances noted upon a15

certificate of title or an electronic certificate of title record16

and all liens noted electronically as prescribed in subsection (1)17

of this section shall take priority according to the order of time18

in which the same are noted by the county clerk, designated county19

official, or department. Exposure for sale of any vehicle by the20

owner thereof with the knowledge or with the knowledge and consent21

of the holder of any lien, security agreement, or encumbrance on22

such vehicle shall not render the same void or ineffective as23

against the creditors of such owner or holder of subsequent liens,24

security agreements, or encumbrances upon such vehicle.25
